On October 26, the Huron Township 
Board of Trustees held its briefest 
meeting in months. Few motions were 
made but many items were reported or 
briefly discussed. 
News Briefs: 


e Fire Chief Dave Russow ann- 
ounced that the department received a 
thank you from Mrs. Heiniger’s sixth 
grade class at St. Stephen’s. The letter 
was read by Clerk Dawnette Bowers 
commending the Huron Fire Depart- 
ment for its hard work. 


* Chief Russow reminded residents 
to change the batteries in their smoke 
detectors: when setting their clocks 
back. Free detectors are still available 
through the Huron Fire Department. 


* Kevin Thomas was approved to be 
placed on the Fire Department at 
Station 2 for training purposes. 

* Police Chief Robert Metzger reas- 
sured the community that the depart- 
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ment is alert and prepared for possible 
acts of terrorism. 

e Trustee Marlene Krause said” she 
recently spoke with a resident who 
praised the Huron Police Department 
for its thorough job. When her security 
alarm recently went off, officers did an 
outstanding job in assuring her safety. 

¢ The Chief will be sending letters to 
residents on private roads within the 
next couple of weeks offering patrol 
services on private roads. 

¢ The Township’s attorney, Kevin Fol- 
ey informed the Board that a suit filed 
against the Township resulting from a 
slip and fall injury has been dismissed. 

-e Treasurer Jarrod Barron reminded 
residents to get out and vote on the 
Wayne County Community College 
Millage Election. He pointed out his 
concerns regarding the election. The 
Treasurer said that the millage is an 
increase, not a renewal. Furthermore, 
he said he had been informed that 
12,000 Detroit students attend WCCC, 


LEGISLATION AFFECTS 
MICHIGAN SCHOOLS

School Districts and children across 
the State of Michigan could soon be 
affected by numerous legislative pro- 
posals that have been recently intro- 
duced in both the House and the 
Senate. 

According to Huron Superintendent 
Thomas Hosler, the District received 
notice from the Michigan Association 
of School Administrators and the MEA 
regarding the proposed legislation. 

On November 12, superintendents 
and school boards of the downriver 
area will meet with downriver legisla- 
tors. Several topics will be discussed

including legislation that will affect 
students with attention-deficit/hyperac- 
tivity disorder and other neuropsycho- 
logical disorders. 

Another topic on the agenda is a bill 
that would change school board elec- 
tions to be held in November rather 
than June. Superintendent Hosler 
explained, “While it appears to be a 
good idea, it is not. It won’t saye dis- 
tricts money, and it could create a prob- 
lem in school district politics, i.e., two

when districts are in the middle of 
negotiating employee contracts or in 
the middle of the decision-making 
process.”

* Trustee Nora Adkins brought up 
complaints made by residents regard- 
ing substantial increases in their water 
bills. The Clerk said there was a glitch 
in the department’s recently installed 
software. It miscalculated the readings 
inone section of the Township before 
the error was caught. All residents with

e Adkins complained that the Fall 
banners handing in downtown New 
Boston were not divided between 
Waltz and Willow. The Clerk said the 
banners were purchased by the Huron 
Recreation Commission. The Treasur- 
er agreed to discuss the matter with the 
Recreation Department. 

e Trustee Mary Lou Carey reported 


that the airport sound abatement pro- 
gram would resume with a new con- 
struction company. All homes that 
weren’t done properly will be redone. 
All homes are expected to be complet- 
ed by December 2002. 

* Carey informed the community of 
an error that was made in the Huron 
River Weekly in reporting on the pet 
ordinance approved at the last meeting. 
Changes in State law now require that 
all puppies receive vaccinations at four 
months of age. Carey also said she 
checked with the attorney before vot- 
ing on the ordinance and was assured 
that the ordinance doesn’t conflict with 
the Michigan Right to Farm Act. 

° Carey reported that State legisla- 
tion has been proposed that could result 
in Townships losing control over their 
zoning if it passes. A few members of 
State legislature are looking to gain 
control of Michigan township zoning, 
according to Carey.

sory council to investigate, 
compile a report and recom- 
mend policies pertaining to 
psychotropic drug (e.g. 
Ritalin) use among children.” 

* HB 5084 was removed 
from the bill package. It would 
be established “procedures for 
suspension and expulsion of 
students taking psychotropic 
drugs.” 

e HB 5085 was recently 
amended to “require the 
Department of Education to 
develop a procedure for 
schools to use when students 
have behavior problems.” This 
policy is to specify what teach- 
ers can do to help identify stu- 
dents with behavior problems 
and what teachers may not dis- 
cuss with parents. 

° HB 5086 “requires the 
Department of Community 
Health to develop an informa- 
tional pamphlet about the 20 
psychotropic drugs most fre- 
quently used with minors.” 

Parents and teachers 
throughout Michigan have 
expressed concern that some 
of these bills such as HB 5085 
will make teachers hesitant 
about recommending evalua- 
tions for children with behav- 
ior or attention problems. 
Furthermore, HB 5085 could 
set precedence for further 
restrictions on the ways teach- 
ers communicate’ with parents. 

Brown Elementary princi- 
pal Rod Hopper pointed out 
“some people are under the 
impression that school districts 
are handing out recommenda- 
tions for prescriptions, and we 
certainly are not. We hand out 
recommendations for medical 
evaluations.” Mr. Hopper 
explained that his teachers 
work closely with the parents 
and physicians of students in 
order to assist students to the 
best of their ability. 

Beginning the week of 
October 29, the Senate 
Education Committee took up 
the following bills: 

¢ SB 213 that “allows 
employment agencies to pro- 
vide substitute teachers to 
school districts. 

¢ SB 562 “establishes a pro- 
cedure for a_ notification 
process to notify school dis- 
tricts of MEAP irregularities 
in their buildings.” 

¢ SB 459 “forgives student 
loans for individuals who 
teach in shortage areas.” 

e SBs 645 and 646 will 
revoke “the driver’s license of 


an individual under 21 who 
makes a false bomb threat.”
